Two Thousand Children Say that She Kind 


General Supervisor, Cleveland Public Schools 


YEAR ago group assistant principals 

undertook find out what characteristics 
teachers children most admire. was 
easy find data which gave the adult 
idea what children like, but one had 
apparently gone the children themselves 
discover their point view. After discussing 
several plans, was decided ask each child, 
beginning with the grade, write composi- 
tion entitled, Best this was 
elementary group only few junior and senior 
high-school pupils wrote. There was oral 
discussion the subject. The assistant principal 
took charge the grade order relieve the 
classroom teacher from embarrassment. All that 
was said the children was, ‘“Think about the 
teacher you like best all the teachers you have 
had. Try tell why you liked him her the 
best.’ 

When the compositions were first examined, 
seemed impossible classify them any 
standard. Each one seemed law unto itself. 
After reading large number, however, was 
found that there were four definite heads under 
which most the compositions came. The first 
had with personal appearance, which 
voice. 

The second was discipline, which included 
firmness and justice. explanation this 
will found later. 

The third was teaching ability, which covered 
activities, excursions and parties. The fourth 
was traits character. 

The group working realized that this division 
was not scientific. For example, firmness and 
justice are traits character, but since these 
were usually mentioned con- 
nection with case discipline, 
they were placed under 
Again “voice” has 
connection with personal appear- 
ance, but since distinctly 
personal, was placed with per- 
sonal appearance. 

this point the reader might 
pause long enough think 
these four headings and try 
determine which will get the most 
votes from the 6,404 children who 
wrote. might well back 


memory his favorite teacher and think 
why she stands out prominently. The 
headings were shown group school adminis- 
trators and the group was asked vote upon 
which one would mentioned the children 
the most times. Personal appearance was first 
the minds these leaders education. The 
group was divided thinking the others. 
Almost the same vote was given four hundred 
classroom teachers who included the teachers 
the children writing the compositions. few 
indicated violent disapproval personal appear- 
ance ranking first. However, the great majority 
voted that this would first. 

The children’s compositions were surprise 
the investigators. Out the 6,404 themes read, 
only 202, about four per cent, made any mention 
whatever the teacher’s personal appearance. 
these, many comments were not regarded 
important. The children evidently they 
should describe their favorite teacher, 
best teacher about five feet tall. She has 
brown hair.” Many the qualities mentioned 
were those that are generally regarded negative 
character. Among these were with gray 
the teacher mentioned was about thirty- 
five. and little bald-headed” was given 
one theme describing man. and 
was found number compositions. 

Only three children wrote the teacher’s 
pretty clothes. Even these compositions, 
there were several other items evidently greater 
importance mentioned. each child had been 
questioned about the appearance his favorite 
teacher, doubt would have said she 
was good looking. But was not because this 
fact that the teacher was 
inclined put much stress the 
appearance the teacher. From 
the compositions written, 
evident that adults regard this 
more important than the chil- 
dren. 

The comments about the voice 
the teacher were also surpris- 
ing. loud was men- 
tioned several times. This 
undoubtedly due the fact that 
many teachers with low voices 
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are not heard all the children. Only one 
composition made mention soft voice. 
view this, will good plan for teachers 
question their pupils whether they are all 
hearing. Many cases defective hearing for 
years undiscovered. child often accused 
being stupid when really hearing only part 
the school work. 

Next the scale frequency comes 
1,896 themes, twenty-nine per 
cent the compositions, commented upon some 
type classroom management. the main, the 
papers showed great respect for firmness. ‘“There 
was ‘monkey-doodle work’ her was 
stated one theme. “She meant what she 
“She was very strict and strict teachers 
are always the best.” “Stern and strict” are 
samples the comments. Only one child said 
liked his teacher because she was “easy.” This 
was the case boy who was problem child. 

The children were very appreciative teachers 
who not scold. The expression “did not 
was mentioned 555 times. There were 
other ways expressing this. not holler 
was found the compositions many 
foreign children. ‘‘Never was found 
several times. 

When realize how children rejoice over this 
freedom from scolding, should try hard 
eliminate it. Most realize that has very 
little effect upon the children. merely 
outlet for tired nerves, and like most artificial 
remedies, the dose must constantly increased. 
not surprising that children become weary 
and the same time immune its effect. One 
little boy confided sympathetic aunt that 
teacher begins scold, just keep saying 
myself, ‘Oh, shut up. Oh, shut up.’ 

Fifty-six per cent the themes were under the 
heading ability.”” This does not mean 
that fifty-six per cent the themes mentioned 
this only. Most the compositions included 
comments upon number different points. 
does show, however, that large per cent the 
children were conscious good teaching. The 
comments made were sensible and showed good 
judgment. clear explanations,” 
one thing time,” “gave extra help,” 
and ‘‘didn’t too were among the number 
given. were noted especially the slower 
pupils. Here was evident that the children 
were grateful for the careful explanations given 
them, for the fact that their best teacher was will- 
ing give extra help, and that the work was given 
slowly enough for them get it. This should 
remind try find the child’s point view. 
our anxiety cover the course study, see 
that all the class giving attention, look after 
the detail the work, not surprising that

often forget the somewhat timid, slow child who 
cannot keep pace. The exceptional teacher the 
one who gives extra help, who goes slowly and 
whose explanations are clear and definite. 

Under this heading were 
also included excursions, parties, activities and 
handwork. These were popular with large 
group. There more reason for this than 
first appears. Many children laboring parents 
are “motor minded.” They must active with 
their hands. violating all their racial inheri- 
tances expect them get ideas wholly through 
the intellect. Wherever possible, school 
work should made concrete much hand- 
work such drawing, illustrating, making models 
and mounting pictures. Children like excursions 
also because the physical activity. This part 
education should receive more attention than 
now given it. Children are essentially active. 
This activity should directed, not repressed. 
Parties, course, always make strong appeal. 
Where these are not overdone, they add greatly 
the happiness groups. 

ranked much higher than 
any the other qualities mentioned. all, 
5,118 themes emphasized some one trait charac- 
ter. This proves that children are conscious 
the kind person that the teacher is. 
friendly, trusted us, was good sport,” such 
descriptions were repeated many times. The one 
outstanding characteristic mentioned was kind- 
ness; 1,893 children mentioned this. little 
insight into the home life the pupils will explain 
this. The treatment given the parents 
most was harsh and even cruel. Sometimes 
there was drunken father and tired, disheart- 
ened mother. discipline consisted strik- 
ing whichever child was within reach when any 
disturbance occurred. 

definite case two can cited. sixth- 
grade boy came school one morning 
defiant mood. was departmental 
schedule. About noon the last teacher finally 
gave up. When the principal came, she ques- 
tioned the boy sympathetically. For some time 
told his story. The boy had been caddying all 
summer golf field long distance from his 
home. had given the money earned his 
mother whom was really very fond. The 
mother had permitted him keep part his 
earnings each day. The boy saved all could 
toward buying new bicycle. last the money 
was ready and the bicycle bought. The night 
before the father had ordered the boy out 
buy him some liquor. When the boy refused, 
the father hurled the new bicycle against the 
wall bending badly. Then took his knife 
and hacked the tires, completely ruining them.

The parents have 
quite large place left. 
Not only must they direct 
the child, but there are 
certain phases child 
life 
the possession parents, 
and there need their 
making the most the 
opportunity useful 
their own children. 
The child has certain 
impulses that have been 
born him, definite 
trends human expres- 
sion. Immediately the 
parents start controlling, 
changing, stimulating, 
working upon these things 
that pour out from the 
young mind. That 
say, society beginning 
transfer adult attitudes 
the child, and the 
child 
them from the parent. 
catches the voice 
the parent, the meaning 
the parent, gets the 
grammar, the language 
and vocabulary the 
parent. The probability 
that gets even 
the walk the parent, 
from associating with 
the parent, rather than 
from inheritance; about 
that, -course, there 
controversy. 
things that bear upon 
the child, are, some 
them, taken into the 
child’s life and retained. 
Some are rejected. 
Some are antagonized 
the child. amazing 
Immediately 
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largest possible chance influence the individual. 
makes all the difference the world what the 
parent provides these early years. Many 
students believe that almost everything funda- 
mental human life, which not actually 
born the human life inheritance, comes 
during these first ten years; some would say 
during the first six years. 

Can let parents have this period with 
they please, when science coming boldly 
forward and saying the parents are permitted 
curse their children their miserable misunder- 
standing child life, certain conditions arise that 
can corrected only enormous effort later 
life, and that there hope making any 
substantial progress social experience unless 
can safeguard the child’s life when the 
hands the parents? must, then, immedi- 
ately break down the concept many parents 
have, that somehow they have instinctive prep- 
aration for their business, that all they need 
desire have children—and that there- 
fore they need not study the matter child care. 

must have knowledge. Therefore have 
meetings for parental education and various 
articles and pamphlets and courses medical 
and other knowledge. are determined that 
parents shall forced see that they must 
educate themselves for their task, run the risk 
making the child’s life less happy and less 
successful than ought be. 

not have absolute control this point. 
The parent today will not necessarily more 
keen know all the facts get the information 
that will help him solve every problem that arises 
his family life. Fortunately, although parents 
make great many mistakes, some quite serious, 
the general character family life wholesome 
and has improved with the appearance mental 
hygiene, that the children not seriously 
suffer, perhaps not suffer essentially all. 

The second matter want notice, addi- 
tion the early life the child being much 
importance preparation for adult life, that 
all those who come contact with children bring 
element danger into the child’s life. Any 
person who has with little child those 
first ten years life brings him, say, 
element danger. 

The story very simple. adult can 
always trusted think the child’s welfare. 
always ready step back into the child’s atmos- 
phere and see thing from the child’s point 
view. 
trying rear the child some outward conduct 
that harmony with what is, for us, convenient 
seems us, from the adult point view, 


are always running especial risk in. 


the wise sort child behavior. The idea, for 
instance, that the chief business the parent 
make his child obedient, born the desire for 
easier way which the impatient adult 
can manipulate the child’s life. Because the 
parent has not the imagination see things from 
the child’s point view, can protect himself 
from criticism very easily concentrating upon 
definite outward conduct which determines the 
child shall practice, that may pat himself 
the back because his virtue making his child 
obedient child; probably can accomplish 
that, and thinks the entire problem solved; 
but comes find that all has been able 
manipulate was the shell the child, while the 
child never gets accustomed his program and 
finally revolts, bringing the parent into discredit. 

not parents only that create this problem. 
Some authorities seem think the parents 
not exhibit any special unwisdom that hampers 
them dealing with children, but that all individ- 
uals who come into contact with children bring 
element risk—parents, teachers, social 
workers, anybody whose interests operate the 
control little child tempted forget the 
child’s welfare and force the child into atmos- 
phere that accordance with what the older 
person wants. Therefore, dare say that 
could abolish parents family life—if could 
have some sort group life such Plato desired, 
and others recent years have asked for, that 
the child could snapped out the family life 
and placed some other institution early life, 
would soon find the very same difficulties 
arising that the mental hygienists are constantly 
pointing out practice bad parenthood. 
might come different form, but would 
essentially the same thing; and say that adult 
parent teacher can safely trusted manipu- 
late the young child’s life unless they not only 
know but have special desire practice the 
technic modern science. 

Another thing need notice that the 
family life can never judged its inner con- 
tent, least far the child concerned. 
The question not how smoothly the family 
goes, nor whether easily maintained, has 
unity. Not that! The question not how free 
from quarrels, how sympathetic affec- 
tionate is. question, far the family 
concerned, this: When the children have gone 
out that family life, what sort persons will 
they be? other words, the family always 
tested its product children able out 
and adjust themselves the problems the 
world. This makes see clearly that cannot 
call some families good that used called 
good, the old days. family not good, for 
instance, because brings child accordance 
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what are called good habits, if, 
that, the child later becomes morbid timid 
exceedingly self-conscious, has within his life 
constant conflict between the things wants 
and the things has been taught practice. 
must not only have the essence family life 
which seems good the time child, but 
must proven really good the results brings 
character, tested out the 

That important teaching mental 
hygiene. Since the child goes out the family 
into very difficult world, the family can never 
sufficient unto itself; may seem good, but 
not good does not produce character that 
can stand the test everyday environment. 

The first type bad family one which 
individual crushed the process family 
contacts, because somebody authority able 
manipulate the resources family life that 
another member the family gets hurt. this 
type family life the person hurt most desper- 
ately has usually been the mother. She has been 
injured because her life has been often sup- 
pressed. large part her inner possibilities 
has been destroyed what was supposedly 
sacrifice demanded her, although that has often 
actually been unnecessary. repeat that the 
family life cannot made good, matter how 
orderly is, how smoothly runs, somebody 
the family life having his personality crushed. 

very difficult give each individual 
equality, but think you will agree that the 
modern family must set, one its standards, 
program that will give the utmost healthy expres- 
sion each member; and longer can 
tolerate the idea that one individual supreme 
the expense another, that wholesome family 
life calls for sacrifice that makes one person’s life 
smaller than ought and another selfish 
and tyrannizing, compared with what would 
reasonable. 

want speak about another kind bad 
family life, one which there division. There 
is, course, such thing possible the whole- 
some family life absolute unity. That occurs 
only authoritative family life, with one per- 
son dominant. normal family life there must 
interplay expression which necessarily 
brings element disturbance. But when 
there excessively wide division sympathy 
and interest between the parents, abnormal 
disturbance results. 

very famous student science notorious 
for always, every opportunity, whatever 
speaks writes about, bringing into the discus- 
sion attack churches and religion. Start 
him any kind discussion, and sooner later 
will come back attack religion. 
Now, course, that shows that deep down his 


real basis. 
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life some very subtle antagonistic attitude 
emotional sort, and naturally suspect that 
came into his life the early years childhood. 
Now this particular case have been able 
learn just what happened the boy. had 
lovely mother, who was sincerely religious. 
had father who was constant attendant 
prayer meeting and who took prominent part 
church life, but who was notorious the whole 
community for his trickery, meanness and -dis- 
honesty. When the boy was young, saw the 
division between the mother and father and that 
the religious attitude the father meant 
enormous amount sham. had the choice 
meeting that rationally and condemning the 
father, putting the blame upon the institution 
which was, his opinion, the cause, sense, 
his father’s predicament. was not strange 
that this boy should have begun develop 
significant reaction and should feel the church, 
some way, was blame rather than assume 
the trouble was his father’s. That passed out 
consciousness, and became very learned 
man, talented scientist, but man who always 
the clutches the absurd experience. You 
cannot trust him. matter where speaks 
what does, this inner feeling childhood 
protest will pourforth. That illustration 
what mean division family life. makes 
difference what is. enters the child’s 
life early, spoils the personality, certain 
sense. has division feeling which the 
psychiatrist calls dissociation. cannot hold 
himself together. The family made two 
antagonistic influences that have come from these 
separate individuals. works him, matter 
what is. 

The third kind family characteristic, 
sorry say, common family life itself; 
creates prejudices. Now prejudice emo- 
tional attitude. does not take account facts, 
but represents very tremendous attitude mind 
which emotional and has not any substantial 
right existence. Whenever one works under 
prejudice, ceases think, ceases fair, 
cannot see things they are, simply allows his 
inner life take possession him. 

Our prejudices almost always start child- 
hood, when are not able adjust ourselves 
rationally. Parents tell things. They feel 
strongly. have thesame 
feeling they have. They build that attitude 
criticism fundamentally cannot rid our- 
selves it, and thus out into the world 
gripped certain emotional resistance that 
Sometimes religious, 
sometimes racial, sometimes absurd 
have with certain individuals—for instance, 
dark people, light people, and on.

research. Conditions have confronted foresters 
America different from those Europe, and 
Europe has been our reference book. Generally 
the problem American forestry matter 
itself, with its own peculiar characteristics 
because two locations the country have 
the same silvicultural conditions, soil, climate 
and topography. 

The great forest problem America 
stop the destruction trees, but that has not 
been accomplished except protection against 
fire has been developed certain isolated sec- 
tions.

fraught with less difficulty because most 
such land has been abandoned either the 
lumberman the farmer, and left the good 


offices the State handle 
may seem desirable. Hence 
have organized probably 
further the art growing 
and planting trees than 
have almost any other 
branch forestry, particu- 
larly New York and Penn- 
sylvania. 
one the most logical and 
convenient 
presenting forestry the lay 
mind. understood, 
arouses and sustains the in- 
terest because moving, 
growing object lesson. The 
place teach reforestation 
the field. After showing 
pupils how the work done, 
have them actually perform 
the operation properly 
setting young trees the 
ground. 

Study reforestation important from 
practical viewpoint relation the welfare 
the country that would seem 
sary part the education the youth 
today. The material for these lessons 
accessible almost everyone. Even large 
cities, careful planning, instruction refor- 
estation may arranged for trips into the 
country. may correlated with nature- 
study course with geography, botany and 
manual training.

WONDER how many parents who sent 

child one-room consolidated school 
for the first time this year made certain 
that was physically wonder how 
many had taken him the family physi- 
cian for careful examination and passed him 
the specialist, case that was found necessary; 
and how many followed out carefully any health 
advice given, before permitting him enter 
school? how many parents are keen 
about their own health, believe in, and are having 
health examination regular intervals, also 
having the same for their children and teaching 
them the importance this? 

How many parents are employing doctors 
keep them and their children well instead curing 
them after they How many are learn- 
ing think terms health and not terms 
disease, getting the health viewpoint, making 
their slogan keeping well, not getting well! 
How many parents feel that they are well estab- 
lished daily health habits and have made sure 
that their child also practices them before 
enters school? mean habits sleeping, bath- 
ing, food habits, mouth hygiene, water drinking, 
toilet habits, breathing, posture, exercise, rest, 
play, cheerfulness, all which adults and children 
alike should practice daily, order have nor- 
mal functioning body, and able keep 
well. 

especially important that children 
established these, and have all corrective physi- 
cal defects cared for before entering school. 
Only this done will they able meet 
successfully, for the first their lives, definite 
responsibilities. From this time the child’s 
freedom has been interrupted, his holiday has 
ended, has entered the game life. wonder 
how many parents, when their child entered 
school, knew the environment into which that 
child went? How many have met the teacher? 
After nearly twenty years school health serv- 
ice constantly amazed find how many 
parents are failing this. Few, comparatively, 
know anything about the personnel the 
school, school conditions. compulsory 
school system should require healthfully built 
and equipped school buildings. Schools should 


places where boys and girls are not only able 
keep well, but improve health. 

Why school hygiene important? From 
nine o’clock the morning until after three 
o’clock the afternoon the child living 
the school and the school leaving its impress 
the child. the schoolroom clean? the 
air fresh? Are the seats and desks healthfully 
built and comfortable? Are they the proper 
size? adjustable the body cramped, 
frequent cause many ills school children? 
the lighting from the left and rear? Are the 
blackboards the right place? Are the heating 
and ventilating systems modern and are they 
good working order. far have not spoken 
the major matters, such water supply for 
drinking and washing purposes, drainage, toilets, 
all these needing the most careful supervision 
which they not always receive. not 
enough that have properly built school build- 
ings and installation school equipment. The 
question is, are they good sanitary and usable 
condition, and are they properly supervised? 
Parents have large part play these mat- 
ters, and only they follow their children 
closely through all their relations school life, 
this their first great adventure and most 
critical period life, can they hand down the 
child his rights. 

example the prevalence correctable 
physical defects found recent New York 
State examination the feet school children, 
would quote from the survey follows: 

The pupils examined were those the first 
three grades, their ages from five eight years. 


The total number was 225; 100 boys 


and 125 girls. Shoes and stockings were removed 
and the following points noted: The manner 
walking, whether they toed toed out; 
the condition the feet, relaxed and under 
weight-bearing; the type and fit shoes; the 
fit stockings; the condition nails, and the 
hygiene the feet. 

The summary the findings showed that 
out the 225 children examined, toed in, 
toed out, showed faulty mode walking, 
154 wore faulty shoes, mostly too short, 
had weak feet beginning flat foot, had 
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complete flat foot, 131 wore too short stockings, 
171 showed care for nails, 169 showed poor 
foot hygiene, other words, their feet were 
dirty. Corns, ingrowing nails and callouses were 
also noted. This group analysis undoubtedly 
shows similar conditions existing the same 
group other schools. far, have very 
meager data the feet school children. This 
fact being realized and effort being made 
obtain fuller information this important 
health problem. 

Persons interested this branch medicine 
have frequently hazarded guess the 
existence foot defects school children. 
The facts show they have underestimated 
wide margin. Most the deviations from the 
normal are nature which will admit cor- 
rection discovered early and promptly treated, 
whereas, neglected, will tend cripple and 
impair the efficiency those affected for life. 

view the present recognition that over two- 
thirds all children entering school have multiple 
physical defects, per cent foot defects many 
cases preventable, very apparent that health 
agencies should carry their campaign health 
education parents, with special endeavor 
reach them the very beginning parenthood. 

Physicians, parents, school and health authori- 
ties should co-operate and see that all chil- 
dren are afforded opportunity for periodic foot 
examinations with the view prevention, well 
the discovery possible existing 
threatened foot defects. The importance care 
the feet from infancy.up cannot overesti- 
mated: The importance early attention foot 
hygiene, the daily foot bath, the careful selection 
stockings, making sure that they are half 
inch longer than the foot actually measures from 
heel toe, making sure that the stockings are 
frequently changed, nightly aired and carefully 
mended. careful selection the first shoes, 
making sure that they conform normal foot 
lines and that they are least one-half inch 
longer than the foot measures, that they are 
sufficiently broad and flexible and the inside 
lines are straight. The soft moccasin should 
always selected for the first shoes. The soles 
should flexible, without heels with the spring 
heel until the eighth year, except some special 
cases, where low broad heel possibly advisable. 

Careful attention should given the nails. 
They should cut straight across flush with the 
fleshy part the toe, never the corners, 
this predisposes ingrowing nails and infections. 
The nails should smoothed with file after 
cutting. foot brush necessary hand 
brush, used daily the soles the feet and 
nails connection with the daily foot bath. This 


promotes circulation and better foot health. 


Foot exercises passively given infancy and 
actively older children are important factors; 
prevention greater than cure. Careful atten- 
tion these details early life will mean the 
majority cases foot health; omitted, will result 
faulty mechanism the entire body and 
mental and physical inefficiency. The feet, 
believe, should included the examinations, 
and instructions given connection with school 
health work. 

New York State have worked out rural 
health program, and make the suggestions more 
efficient the program includes the co-operation 
the school trustee, the district superintendent, the 
teacher and the parent, addition the school 
doctor and nurse who function many our 
consolidated schools rural sections. Combined 
with emphasis laid upon the school-health 
program our teacher-training institutions, 
hope eventually raise the level physical 
fitness our country-school children.

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What “Home Work” 
Means Children

Have you ever heard this dis- 


concerting exclamation? not, you 
have probably never tried help your 

children with school work, for some 
such judgment from youth the common experi- 
ence parents who try study with the present 
generation young people. The remark 
made with the air tolerance that only they 
can employ such good advantage when 
speaking elders. 

There seems fairly general sentiment 
among modern teachers that home work 
unnecessary, least the grades, not actually 
hindrance. This appears founded 
the fact that teaching 
methods are radically 
different from what they 
were when went 
school, that only con- 
fusion can result when 
parent tries co-operate 
the education the. 
modern child. own 
experience, however, has 
convinced that home 
work can very bene- 
ficial, and may well 
encouraged early 
the third fourth grade, 
even the second, only good judgment 
used not overdoing it. 

had always been belief 
ents should keep touch with the school 
work their children well with their 
other interests and activities, but efforts 
—spasmodic, must admit—to lend hand 
with the preparation their home work pro- 
duced other result than impatience 
part, and more less sullen resignation 
indifference the part children. How- 
ever, last winter whooping cough invaded the 
flock and enforced two months’ absence from 
school. When the worst the siege was over, 
began think school work and what the 
long absence might mean the end the year. 
realized that order help them making 
what they had missed, must know least 


year. 


The present controversy whether 
school work shall done entirely during 
school hours become the partial responsi- 
bility parents has been one the topics 
discussed AMERICAN CHILDHOOD this 


Although several large city school sys- 
tems are abolishing home assignments, 
Mrs. Conly, one our interested mothers, 
believes co-operation between school and 
home the course study. 


the children ability help them the 
right way. The principles education, felt, 
must the same ever. must the 
methods presentation that have changed. 

course study from the school principal. was 
amazed the radical changes point view, 
method approach, and even the content 
subject-matter that have taken place the 
past few years practically every subject 
the curriculum. careful study 
the work outlined gave very definite 
idea the work covered the different 
subjects, and comprehensive view the 
methods used, that 
felt could help chil- 
dren practical way. 
After reading the course 
study, talked with 
the teachers learn just 
what had been covered 
the classes since 
children had been absent. 
Then arranged give 
definite amount time 
each day the phase 
the work accom- 
planning cover 
essentials only and leav- 


ing the details the teachers. 


found that such evidence interest 
part, willingness learn with them, 
stimulated the interest the children and secured 
the hearty co-operation the teachers, who 
volunteered give some time outside school 
hours the children when they returned. The 
teachers were very helpful, too, supplying 
definite information the subjects wherein 
each child required the most assistance. 

Arithmetic, course, the subject where 
lost time shows most quickly and definitely, 
began that. copied from the course 
study such outlines the requirements 
felt most necessary plan, that might 
have them convenient form for reference. 
the second and third grades the children 
were learning the combinations, addition and 
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subtraction facts, and was surprised when 
learned just how many such combinations 
child expected know nowadays; including 
multiplication and division the number more 
than seventeen hundred. found that back 
all the changes method and subject-matter 
there well-thought-out plan; intelligent 
effort has been made develop greater skill 
handling numbers. longer are hours and 
hours spent solving complicated problems 
that have practical application. sur- 
prise that much time should spent 
simple drill addition, subtraction, multiplica- 
tion and division, changed admiration for 
the practical methods used developing the 
interest the children such drill. The 
teacher explained that all the number facts 
are drilled upon, and that careful analysis 
has been made the degree difficulty the 
different combinations and the work planned 
give each fact the proper amount drill and 
review that may thoroughly fixed the 
mind the child. She said that the transition 
from the known the unknown carefully 
planned make each step easy and natural. 
Where formerly the aim seemed catch 
the child error, and make him suffer for his 
shortcomings, the present attitude rather 
lead him want know; then with the least 
possible assistance from the teacher, acquire 
the knowledge for himself, and, can, 
help someone else. Familiar objects 
room, she explained, are used develop the 
number sense, and create desire for ability 
handle numbers, rather than the imaginary 
apples that used bore children tears. The 
question takes the form many more 
chairs are needed for children when already 
have 4?” After child knows that and are 
easy for him see that more chairs 
are required. Note that the question how 
many more are needed make given number, 
never one number from another leaves how 
much. 

the first grade, found, the idea 
develop the number sense, and teach children 
count, both with objects and 
acquire number vocabulary; learn recognize 
and write figures, using house numbers, book 
pages, figures rulers, calendars, the clock, 
and other objects their own activities for 
practice. the second grade the work becomes 
slightly more formal and perhaps book used, 
but the teaching still very closely related 
actual activities and objects which the chil- 
dren are naturally interested. 

When was ready begin, made set 
flash cards such had seen the teachers using. 
For these used uniform pieces paper about 
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two and half five inches. one side 
wrote the complete number fact learned, 
including the answer, column form, never 
equation; the other side, the same fact 
without the answer. The card 
only long enough for the child grasp the figures, 
and give the answer. However, 
hesitates, the other side immediately shown, 
counting any way. The facts are drilled 
upon and reviewed until the response becomes 
automatic. For the first half the first grade 
the combinations not exceed ten, and for the 
second half, they 20, made for 
each combination that number, first for 
addition, then for each the other processes— 
subtraction, multiplication and division. 

the course investigations, found 
there are games, some them very good, 
the market aid the combinations drill, 
but most them require the inspiration 
several children make them interesting. How- 
ever, found some excellent drill materials for 
the elementary grades above the second that 
utilize the speed-test idea, that they may 
very satisfactorily used one child alone. 
Parents who want help their children but 
not care devote great deal time 
study, will find, did, that good textbook 
that conforms present-day methods will serve 
reliable guide their efforts. 

reading the preface and instruc- 
tions teachers spelling textbook gave 
teaching spelling. discovered that many diffi- 
cult and little used words have been dropped; 
that time devoted the words that require 
study. Time given the mastery words that 
are used school and later life. 
oral spelling done. The children are encour- 
aged test themselves standards which 
research has established being suitable for 
the respective grades. 

Imagine surprise when was informed that 
children the first grade read from six eight 
fifteen books the end the first year, 


instead using one book until literally 


worn out, was frequently the case when 
went school. The idea make the work 
interesting, the process acquiring vocabu- 
lary easy and gradual, that the children are 
eager learn they may read for themselves 
the delightful stories their books. That 
explains why children read rather than merely 
repeat words; they read for the content instead 
reading lesson over certain number 
times way preparation. They are encour- 
aged tell what they have read, the teacher 
explained, definite questions for which they 
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must read the lesson obtain the answers. 
Very little oral reading done since, the educa- 
tors reason, silent reading done almost exclu- 
sively after school days are finished. 

Another surprise awaited regard 
history and geography taught the schools 
today. the city where live these subjects 
have been replaced social science, which 
includes some the subject-matter formerly 
taught each, including much broader field 
industry, transportation, commerce, manners 
and customs, and life general our own and 
other countries, with view giving the pupils 
comprehensive idea citizenship its broad- 
est sense. The subject made real and 
alive that the children are intensely interested, 
and great deal outside reading and 
original research work secure first-hand knowl- 
edge. Projects many different lines are un- 
dertaken, and this found the children eager 
do. visited museums different kinds, 
printing establishment, flour mill, paper 
factory, made some soap, wove some rugs, made 
candle, ground some corn meal, and made 
miniature log cabin while studying the colonial 
period our own history. The whole family 
became interested securing material for the 
various projects. have driven miles see 
some old log cabin, coal mine, beet farm, 
sheep ranch, find special specimen 
rock which was needed social science study. 

reading the statements aims 
and purposes the social science work given 
the course study gave much clearer 
concept the immense value such broad 
course citizenship compared with memo- 
rizing dry facts history and geography 
that formerly was required, interest 
the work did not cease when had finished the 
task covering the work the children had missed 
during the absence from school. 

the time reached grammar studies, 
felt that here least should know how 
proceed familiar ground. But again 
was find that great many changes have been 
made methods and 
material taught. The 
textbooks have been re- 
vised with the purpose 
making the work in- 
teresting the children, 
not necessarily simpli- 
fying but presenting 
that the children 
effort made create 
the right conditions, sup- 
ply the real situations 
which the pupils 
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the work gladly, speak and write freely and 
with purpose because they have something 
express. Below the seventh grade more 
analysis attempted than separate sentences 
into the main divisions, subject and predicate, 
and become familiar with the work each 
the eight parts speech. Even this made 
incidental language work, for the emphasis 
laid upon the ability good English 
rather than memorize rules analyze sentences. 

Before began this work, shared the general 
impression that teachers not like children 
home work because they feel that parents 
are likely confuse rather than aid them. 
found, however, that when the teachers realized 
that was sufficiently interested give some 
time informing myself how the work 
should done, they not only 
help but were glad all they could assist 
securing the desired information. They 
assured also that children parents who 
are familiar with school methods better 
work because the encouragement they receive 
home. 

have found that good wall map, black- 
board, supplementary textbooks and few 
reference books tend give something 
school atmosphere the home that makes 
certain amount home work attractive, and 
does much toward decreasing the wide gap 
between home and school. Hardly day passes 
that one the children does not look some 
place the map either casual conversation 
school. The blackboard, conveniently hung 
the kitchen wall, frequently used illustrate 
some point arithmetic, spelling 
science, one the children while iron- 
ing preparing the evening meal. feel that 
this home work has brought all closer together, 
and know the children’s school standing 


better, for they know interested 


all they are doing.

Child Labor Day 


Child Labor Day, 1930, follows season 
which forty-four state legislatures were session. 


will observed January 25th for synagogues; 
January 26th, for Sunday schools and churches; 
and January 27th, for clubs and other organiza- 
tions. Although two dozen more bills some 
significance for child labor were passed, only two 
these were first-class importance, and scores 
progressive child labor bills were rejected. 
the years since Child Labor Day was first 
observed 1907, the working children for whom 
the National Child Labor Committee was then 
seeking protection have become adults, many 
with children their own. How much better 
chance will this new generation children have 
than did their parents? 

There are longer any states entirely lacking 
compulsory school attendance law, did 
twelve states then; the maximum age for com- 
pulsory attendance now varies from fourteen 
eighteen years instead from twelve sixteen 
years and the minimum school 
term averages somewhat longer now. But there 
are still eighteen states where exemption from 
school attendance may secured children 
under twelve years, for various reasons, such 
poverty family need. 

Mining longer considered occupation 
for children under sixteen this country. 
generation ago only three states made the mini- 
mum age for work mines high sixteen. 
There are still three states where there 
minimum age for work factories except indi- 
rectly through the school laws; and five more 
where children may work factories twelve 
years even younger, outside school hours. 
But 1907 only twenty-nine states kept children 
under fourteen out the factory, and many 
these granted liberal exemptions from the law. 

For children who work there has been 
comparable improvement working conditions 
through restriction working hours and prohibi- 
tion night work. But eleven states children 
under sixteen may still work factories after 
and twelve states they may work more 
than eight hours day. 

The federal census 1930 will, hope, light 
numerically the gains made the last ten 


years, and the weak spots remaining. will 


show what states and what occupations child 
labor still prevalent. 

And what the future outlook? Shall another 
generation burdened children struggle matur- 
ity under the double handicap curtailed school- 
ing and premature industrialization? The White 
House Conference Child Health and Protec- 
tion, called President Hoover meet 1930, 
gives rise the hope that new approach may 
found. The wide scope the conference 
offers the possibility for the first 
time the various aspects child welfare, such 
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health, education, delinquency and child labor 
unified program acceptable all the 
states.

February 23, 1850, Lincoln 
wrote these words John Johnson: ‘‘As you 
make mention it, suppose you had not 
learned that lost our little boy. was sick 
fifteen days and died the morning the first 
day this month. was not our first, but our

Wallace Lincoln was born Decem- 
ber 21, 1850. was quiet and gentle dis- 
position and very lovable child. His death 
the White House February 20, 1862, twelve 
years age said have been the most crushing 
affliction Mr. Lincoln had ever been called upon 
pass through. His grief over the loss this child 
was pathetic. the day the funeral the 
government departments were closed. This was 
the first time the history the country that 
the death child had been observed. 

Thomas, Tad was called, was the 
youngest child the Lincolns, born April 4th, 
1853. was his father’s close and constant 
companion. One the most amusing episodes, 
the long series stunts which was con- 
tinually engaged, occurred when Stanton had 
jokingly commissioned him lieutenant. Tad 
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ordered some muskets, put the servants and 
gardeners drilling, and then dismissed the 
guard the White House. His many pranks 
kept the household, including the father and 
mother, ever the alert.

ment. Insome states trees are distributed without 
cost except that transportation. other states 
various charges are made but seldom such 
prices exceed the cost production. soon 
trees are received they should in” 
near the place planting. They should 
placed trenches bunches. usually 
come tied bunches fifty and one hundred. 
The trench for “heeling should shady 
place else the trees should covered with 
burlap protect them from the sun. Dirt 
should shoveled the trenches 
only the tops the trees are above the ground 
and the trees this position ought moist- 
ened every day. This can demonstrated 
the field. 

When time for planting, the planting 
crew, which should consist two persons, one 
person make the holes and the other fol- 
low with the trees, should carry the trees 
from the in” trench the field 
pail. always advisable have four 
inches mixture soil and water the 
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bottom the pail. Thus the roots the trees 
will kept moist. The tiny roots small 
trees dry very rapidly. fatal have them 
dry out before planting. The trees should not 
removed from the pail until time place 
them the holes and then should taken out 
one time. placing the tree the hole, 
care should exercised the planter order 
get all the roots natural position. 
advisable lower the tree little farther than 
will finally set the ground and then pull 
bit. This will help straighten the roots. 
The roots should hang straight down and the 
tree should finally set the ground slightly 
deeper than stood the nursery. earth 
ring the body the tree usually marks the 
depth that the tree stood the ground the 
nursery. 

The planter packs the loose dirt firmly about 
the roots. When all the soil replaced 
except the sod, presses down with his foot 
taking special care not injure the bark. The 
sod should not restored advantage 
leave depression about the tree which aids 
keeping the roots moist; also removal the 
sod helps dispose the competition grasses 
and weeds. best implement for digging holes 
under average conditions mattock. The sod, 
five six inches square, should dug away first 
and left one side. The mattock should then 
swung into the earth with the blade per- 
pendicular position, the handle should lifted 
bit, then pulled toward the individual who 
making the hole. The lifting the handle 
loosen the dirt the bottom the hole and the 
pulling toward the digger make nearly 
possible straight upright aperture. Trees 
should set about feet feet apart each way, 
that is, where pure stands white pine are set 
out. Where white pine mixed with other kinds 
trees, planting feet feet advisable. 
After making the hole with the mattock the 
digger takes two steps, makes another hole and 
continues this way the end the field. 
line marked pole either side the field 
with white rag attached the tops the poles. 

method keeping straight rows refor- 
estation work that has met with success where 
children are concerned called the whistle and 
string method. small rope string strung 
across the field, person each end.
